Curves Will Be Eliminated, Street 
Widened and Then Repaved 


Work has been begun on the 
straightening of Marietta street, 
where there ts a sharp and dangerous 
curve between Thurmond and Simpson 
The elimination of this curve 
relieve Marietta street of sharp 
curves, and will add much to the 
street as a public thoroughfare, now 
that it is to be widened to North ave- 
nue‘and repaved with a smooth pave- 
ment. 

A short delay 
was due to the 
that a majority 


in the new pavement 
city attorney ruling 
of the property own- 
ers must sign the petition to council 
themselves, and not by proxy, as has 
been done. W. T Winn ts now get- 
ting the proper number of legal sig- 
natures and the work wil] commence 
just as soon. as the street committee 
makes its report to council. 
Kind of Pavement to Be Used. 

Most of the property owners at first 
signed for a concrete asphalt pave- 
ment, and specified either Trinidad. or 
Bermudez asphalt. When the street 
committee of council met last week the 
statement was publicly made that the 
two kinds of asphalt specified 
controlled by one company, and that 
there would be no competition in the 
bid for the paving. Officials of the 
street carcompany objected toa mon- 
olithic or sheet paving being laid next 
to the car tracks, as the vibration 
would soon break up the pavement. 
They wanted some kind of a block 
pavement, either granite cubes or 
wood blocks, laid next to the car 
tracks, with a sheet pavement on 
either side. 

The street committee decided that 
it was best to leave open the matter 
and request property owners when 
another petition was filed to ask for 
a smooth pavement with wood blocks 
next to the car tracks, and without 
specifying what kind of asphalt was 
to be used. The tdea of the commit- 
tee was to secure bids on different 
kinds of pavement made up of all 
kinds of asphalt, and to then let the 
contract to the bidder that made the 
best bid on the best mai rial.

Great praise is belng gitpn Coun- 
cilman W. T. -Winn, who started agi- 
tation for the widening and repaving 
of Marietta street about two years 
azo. He, worked dilligently for the 
project while in council and contin- 
ued the work after his term in council 
expired.

DY MAINE S ACTION 


Had Been Claimed as-a Cer- 
tain Wilson State

Washington, March 20.—(Special.)— 
Following the loss of Kansas, one 
the “certain Wilsdn_ states,” by 
Woodrow Wilson, and the surprise it 
created here in Washington, comes the 
announcement that the Maine conven- 
tion yesterday jumped the Wilson track 
and sent an uninstructed delegation, 
the majority of which is opposed to 
Wilson. 

Maine is amother one of the “cer- 
tain Wilson states.” The Wilson propa- 
ganda here in Washington has been ex- 
tensively heralding to the world the 
statement that Maine was certain to go 
for Wilson. The declaration has been 
spread broadcast that both of the 
democratic senators from Maine were 
for Wilson, and that the convention 
would undoubtedly instruct accord- 
ingly. 

It was largely for this reason that 
Maine was pushed forward as one of 
the first states to act. 

_lrhere has been a marked change of 
opinion in Majne during the past few 
veeks, and the democrats that have 
undoubtedly left the Wilson procession.

Atlantans familiar with the quiet but phenomenal achieve- 
ments of the Bureau of Municipal Research in New York city will 
hail with approval the news that the chamber of commerce proposes 
to undertake work of a similar nature for this city. F. J. Paxon, 
former president of the chamber, has been appointed chairman of the 
committee charged with working out and applying the plan in At- 
lanta. He has for his associates such representative citizens as 
John E. Murphy, Forrest Adair, George Muse, John. J. Eagan, W. 
H. Kiser, Harry A. Alexander, Edward H. Inman, R. F. Maddox, 
Charles J. Haden and: Alexander C. King. The city committee 
with which Mr. Paxon’s committee will co-operate is headed by 
Clarence Haverty, and its personnel is in every respect as strong 
as that of the body designated by the chamber. 

Stated briefly, it is the function of a bureau of municipal re- 
search to turn the microscope, in a constructive sense, upon every 
phase of city government. In the five years of activity in New 
York, the bureau there, co-operating with foremost New Yorkers 
and also with city officials, not only has effected substantial econo- 
mies in administration, but as well corrected abuses and definitely 
increased the revenues of the city. The mission was undertaken 
in the face of skepticism on part of the citizens-at-large, but has 
now become a recognized feature of the extra-official life of :the 
city, the workers seeing their field broadening before them as the 
discharging of one task and the meeting of one possibility disclose 
countless others.

NO. DECISION REACHED 
IN THE JEFFERSON CASE 


It will prebably be the middle of 
next week before Governor Brown 
reaches a final decision in the case of 
James Jefferson, the Columbus mer- 
chant who is under sentence of death 
for the murder of Policeman Marion 
Marchant. Jétfferson is sentenced to 
be hanged on Friday, May 20, and the 
governor has already indicated that 
he will probably give him another

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RAILROADS ORDERED 
TO TRANSPORT COAL 


Washington, ~ March “20 —A peremp- 
tory writ of mandamus was issued t5- 
day by the commerce court agains? 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
and the Southern railway to compe! 
them to carry coal from the mines of 
the Stony Fork Coal Company and the 
Ralston Coal Company in Kentucky to 
the southeastern states. Judges Arch- 
bald and Mack dissented from ths 
court's order. The refusal of the two 
railroads to transport coal grew out 
of a dispute as to which should fur- 
nish the necessary cars. 

Without going into the controversy 
over cars, the commerce court rules 
facts show the carriers refused “to 
perform their plain legal duty.” It was 
shown by the evidence that the coal 
companies, because of their inability 
to have their product transported to 
markets in the southeastern states, 
practically were put out of business, as 
80 per cent of their coal was marketed 
iff that territory. 

The court denied the motion of the 
roads to dismiss the suit, and com- 
manded them to accept such “reason- 
able quantities” of coal as could be 
handled by them for shipment, direct- 
ing that the cars for the transportation 
of the coal should be determined by 
agreement between the railroads, or, if 
necessary, by the interstate commerce 
commission.

HOMESTEAD STATUTES 
CONSIDERED BY HOUSE 


Washington, March 20.—The house 
devoted today to a bill liberalizing the 
homestead laws by reducing from five 
to three years the period of residence 
required on public land to prove title. 
Settlers would be permitted to absent 
themselves from their homesteads five 
months in each year. The legislation 
making less drastic the existing laws 
governing settlement has been sought 
for years. 

For the § first this session 
Speaker Clark took e floor and urged 
the passage of the bill. He said it 
embraced legislation of the greatest 
importance to the whole country, and 
not only to the west. He pointed out 
that the existing law was so rigid 
that it was driving desirable Ameri- 
cans to Carfuda, and that thousands had 
been forced to seek more liberal condi- 
tions in Alberta. The bill was virtually 
completed when fhe house adjourned. 

The bill is no®ffavored by Secretary 
Fisher, of the interior department. It 
has passed the senate. The views of 
the secretary were received today by 
Representative Taylor, of Colorado, 
chairman of the committee on public 
lands. 

The bill provides for a seven months’ 
“presence’’ of the entryman or his 
family in each calendar year. Secre- 
tary Fisher says that if the word 
“presence” is to be construed yas to 
require the entryman or his family to 
be physically present on the land dur- 
ing every minute of the seven months, 
the law would be so drastic as to be 
practically prohibitive, and that if it 
is not subject to such construction it 
remains wholly doubtful how much 
“presence” is to be required. He says 
he sees “no justification for making 
“presence” on the land equivalent to 
“residence.”
